Norman DeHaan continued his 
ine work as a board director and 
s a member of the Mayor's Advis- 


ory Board for Acoessibility. John 
Holabird and the 1982 Fellowship 
Committee reviewed eleven nomina- 
tions, and forwarded the naminees' 
portfolios to the national fellow- 
ship jury. Chicago Chapter mem- 
bers named as 1981 Fellows were 
Stanley N. Allan, Robert Diamant, 


Andrew L. Heard, Charles F. Murphy, 


Douglas Schroeder, and Rodney 
Wright. Bruce Graham and the De- 


sign Committee offered a series of 
conferences this past spring con- 
cerning the view of Chicago by 
Chicago architects with Art Takeu- 
chi and George Schipporeit coor- 
dinating two of the symposiums. 
Carol Barney doubled as membership 
chairman and vice-president. 

The main focus of all the CCATA 
committees has been the North Loop 
with its impact addressed by Diane 

e Lohan, John Craib-Cox, Dennis 
Probst, Mitch Green, Steve Weiss, 
Lauren Rottet and Lauren McCracken 
and their many supporting committee 
members. The work accomplished 
will be culminated in a white paper 
which consolidates input from all 
committees and has received appro- 
val from the Board. In August a 
design charrette was sponsored by 
the City of Chicago Planning De- 
partment under Dennis Harder, with 
CCATA members and Metropolitan 
Housing and Planning Council mem- 
bers participating in a solution 
for Theatre Row in the North Loop. 
This charrette plus numerous meet- 
ings with the City of Chicago 
Planning Department has provided 
the basis of the CCAIA white paper. 

The City of Chicago's service 
tax has led to the formation of a 
joint committee of professionals 
Opposing the tax. At present, the 
legality of the service tax is to 
be decided by the Illinois Supreme 
Court; a decision in the near fu- 
ture is anticipated. 

A Quality Assurance Foundation 
was formed as a product of the 
Quality Assurance Task Force 


Chaired jointly by Jack Hartray 
and Robert Wesley, with Gene Mont- 
gomery, John Schlossman, Jerry 
Quebe, David Sauer, Paul Lurie and 
myself. The February Seminar at 
the University of Illinois was the 
first of a series of programs. 
Furthermore, the National ATA has 
looked favorably on the Quality 
Assurance Foundation as it is the 
first AIA activity of this type 

in the U.S.,and should provide 
benefits to all ATA members. 

The Chapter hosted visiting 
architects from Ulster and North- 
ern Ireland, and France. The Cha- 
ter also received President Randall 
Vosbeck . 

1981 included seminars on Ener- 
gy, Financial Management and De- 
sign with National providing tools 
for membership and seminar promo- 
tion. 

The Chapter's proposed revisions 
to the Rehabilitation Building 
Code, including the formation of a 
Building Code Appeals Board was 
handled so well by Joe Anselmo, 
Steve Weiss, Frank Heitzman, and 
John Alschuler; the proposal is 
finally receiving a public hearing 
before the City Council Building 
and Zoning Board. Joe Fitzgerald 
has coordinated all the activity 
with the AIA and other participat- 
ing organizations for public hear- 
ings. 

Stanley Allan chaired the Dis- 
tinguished Building Awards program 
which featured Ed Bacon as speaker. 
The Interiors awards were handled 
for the second year by Ken Johnson 
and Ken van der Kolk, who flew in 
from New York to assist in the pre- 
sentations. Helmut Jahn and Harry 
Weese provided stimulating speeches 
to a packed Neocon audience. 

A special thanks must go to the 
staff that makes all AIA members 
look good. Vicki Behm led us for 
half of the year with Alice Sinke- 
vitch so ably replacing her. 
Annette Kolasinski always makes 


sure that we all remember our re- 
sponsibilities (if we forget) to 
the membership and to insure that 
the Focus is out and delivered on 
time. LaDonna Whitmer continues 
the management of document sales; 
we are all confident of her abil- 
ity to monitor the budget. 

Bill Larson and Roy Solfisburg 
led a smooth move of the Chapter 
with a Holabird & Root staff pre- 
paring the new floor plan.

DIRECTION THROUGH LEADERSHIP 


The energy and vitality of an 
organization is generated through 
its committee structure. Comit- 
tees give purpose to an organiza- 
tion by laying the groundwork for 
Significant contributions made on 
behalf of its membership to the 
profession as a whole. There isa 
long list of motivators for in- 


volvement, that add up to personal, 


professional, social and service 
benefits. 1981 CCAIA cammittees 
have helped shape the direction of 
the architectural profession. 
Following are reports that help 


illustrate the goals and accomplish- 
ments of the Chicago Chapter throuh 


its committee structure. 


City House 


In February, 1979, amid snow 
and slush, City House made its 
debut at Navy Pier. It was an in- 
spiration! Held again at Navy 
Pier, the March, 1980 City House 
was widely applauded for its qual- 
ity exhibits and the impetus it 


gave to architectural preservation. 


Disappointing, at best, the 1981 
version of City House was shrouded 
by problems. 

The primary goals for the 1981 
show were to increase the size of 
the exhibit and make money. This 
attitude resulted in changing the 
emphasis from preservation to 


Maintenance. Navy Pier was aban- 
doned for broader and more glam- 
orous quarters in Donnelley Hall. 
The committee for screening exhi- 
bitors was dissolved following an 
altercation with officials over 
artificial siding. Exhibit pro- 
cedures became unnecessarily com- 
plicated. Exhibits such as ani- 
mal care were presented, although 
the connection with either preser- 
vation or maintenance is vague. 
Montgomery Ward's "This Old House" 
model mysteriously disappeared. 

At this point, the future pur- 


pose of City House remains unclear. 


Expansion and profitability alone 
are not admirable goals if quality 
must suffer. A high quality con- 
servation fair relative to Chica- 
go architectural history and 
guided by lofty design principals 
is needed in Chicago, desired by 
the people, and is in the public 
interest. Whether the CCAIA con- 
tinues to participate in City 
House needs to be evaluated.

Energy 


"A Line on Design and Energy", 
focus of the 1981 Minneapolis con- 
vention, has been supported by a 
major energy education program 
which is now in progress and will 
continue through 1983. The full 
Energy and Architecture seminar 
series was scheduled for Chicago 
this fall, with the first two ses- 
sions held at the Graham Founda- 
tion's Madlener House. Those at- 
tending these two-day workshops 
were enthusiastic about the mater- 
ial covered and the expertise of 
instructors Huber Buehrer and Ben 
Evans. Level 3B was postponed and 
will be rescheduled for Spring, 
1982 in anticipation of capturing 
a wider audience. Two members of 
the Energy Committee, Brian Ro- 
bertson and Larry Dieckman were 
chosen from among several hundred 
applicants nationwide to serve as 
instructors in the National AIA 


Energy and Architecture Professicn- 


al Development Program. 

The Energy Committee, in con- 
junction with several other CCAIA 
committees and jointly with the 
Chicago Chapter of ASHRAE, pre- 


pared a white paper on the North 
Loop Redevelopment project relatis 
to energy conservation issues witl 
in the project boundaries. A dia- 
logue has been established with 
members of the City of Chicago 
Planning Department which will, i 
1982, hopefully be expanded beyon 
the scope of the North Loop. 

Among the programs presented bi 
the Energy Committee in 1981: C. 
William Brubaker, FAIA, and chair- 
man of the 1981 National Awards 
jury, reviewed the Owens-—Corning 
Fiberglas Ninth Annual Energy Con- 
servation Awards; Jim Goettsch,ATi 
and Lance Dompke, PE, Project Ar- 
chitect and Engineer discussed the 
energy conservation features of tl 
new State of Illinois Center at 
Chicago; Leonard Bihler, PE, and 
Larry Geni of B + A Engineers, Lt 
reviewed their approach to pre-de- 
sign energy analysis, and discuss 
their experience with several arct 
itects in producing increasingly 
energy-efficient projects; Carl D, 
Johnson, FASLA, of Johnson, John- 
son and Roy, Ann Arbor, reviewed 
his own work and presented a dis- 
cussion of the benefits of plannir 
and landscape architecture as they 
can effect energy conservation in 
new and existing construction; anc 
the second annual joint meeting ol 
ATA and ASHRAE took place in No- 
vember with a focus on the archi- 
tect/engineer cooperation and 
collaboration required to produce 
energy-efficient architecture. 

A "nuts and bolts" sub-committe 
was established to allow partici- 
pants to present and discuss per- 
sonal projects, concerns and ques- 
tions relating to energy design. 
We are currently involved in the 
planning of an interprofessional 
workshop on solar energy for Febr 
ary, 1982 with APA/ASLA/ASCE/HBAG 
and hope to have an open meeting 
of the National Energy Committee 
scheduled for Chicago in early 19 

Much has been accomplished in 
the second year of this committee, 
but there is far more waiting to I 
attempted, particularly in the are 
of professional awareness and edu- 
cation relative to energy as an 
architectural design issue.

The Insurance Committee has 
een charged with monitoring the 
thapter sponsored and commended 
iealth benefits programs as ad- 
uinistered by Vernon Associates, 
emont. In this role, the camit- 
ree must be aware of alternative 
wrograms, enhancements to our cur- 
‘ent sponsored programs and charges 
n legal requirements. 

To meet this charge, the can- 
uttee held several meetings in 
981 to review the status of the 
urrent programs with Ben Hill of 
fernon Associates. Several recom- 
ended changes were made in the 
iealth and benefit program includ- 
ng the establishment of a Plan 9 
rith an average semi-private room 
‘ate for hospital confinement, 
mong other changes. Previous 
lans all contained a maximum room 
nd board rate which often failed 
© keep up with inflation, par- 
‘icularly in areas with high cost 
ealth care facilities (primarily 
n the City of Chicago). 

The committee conducted an ex- 
ensive review of the national AIA 
sponsored health and benefit pro- 
ram, and recommended that for 
981-82 no change be made to the 
ational program. 

At present, the committee pro- 
‘ides some review of professional 
liability insurance and commends 
. program offered by Vernon Asso- 
lates. This program is monitored 
n much the same manner as are the 
ealth and benefit programs.

nterior Architecture 


The committee's initial program 
£ the year was titled "Interior 
resentations" and was directed at 
he marketing of interior design 
ervices. With that in mind, re- 
resentatives from three varying 
ypes of firms discussed and illus- 
rated some of the "do's and 
on't's" used when being interview- 
d for an interiors project. In- 
erest level was high as attendance 
as considerably larger than the 
verage for previous programs. 

Deviating somewhat from the 
dea of a number of general meeting 


programs of the previous years, it 
was decided to concentrate and di- 
rect efforts toward promoting two 
specific camittee objectives, i.e. 
"increase public awareness of in- 
terior architecture, what it is, 
its role in the total environment, 
and of its practitioners," and 
"recognize and publicize excellence 
through an awards program." With 
this in mind, the following activ- 
ities were accomplished: 

l. The National ATA Committee 
on Interiors held its second steer- 
ing and open committee meeting of 
the year in Chicago two days pre- 
ceding the opening of Neocon XIII. 

2. One of the features of Neo- 
con was the closing day seminar, 
"The Inside Out of Design - The 
Changing Role of the Architect." 

A lively discussion was held by 
the panelists Harry Weese and Hel- 
mut Jahn, with John Dixon, Editor 
of Progressive Architecture as the 
moderator. The seminar was en- 
dorsed by the CCAIA, the National 
committee and the CCATA Interiors 
Committee. 

3. The Committee participated 
in the organization of Neocon's 
Chicago Architect's Day luncheon, 
sponsored by the Chapter. The 
panel of leading developers from 
Berger Financial Services, Metro- 
politan Structures, Inc., and The 
Levy Organization expressed their 
confidence in the future of the in- 
dustry and discussed their role in 
the American economy. The modera- 
tor was Jerry Davis, Financial Edi- 
tor of the Chicago Sun-Times. 

4. The second annual Interior 
Awards Program presentation was 
held the evening before the open- 
ing of Neocon. Of the sixty-nine 
entries in the program (compared to 
forty-three last year), the Hous- 
ton-based jury selected nine pro- 
jects to receive Citations of Merit, 
with SOM's Banco de Occidente re- 
ceiving the Honor Award. Attend- 
ance was more than double that of 
the previous year and the program 
results received excellent local 
and national press coverage. 

5. Two National Interiors Com 
mittee meetings afforded me the op- 
portunity to exchange thoughts, 
goals, and accomplishments with 
other Chapters chairmen. At one 


of the meetings I had the oppor- 
tunity to present "Guidelines 

for Establishing a Local Comit- 
tee," drawn from the Chicago Chap- 
ter experience two years ago. The 
CCAIA Interiors Awards was used as 
a model, providing valuable ma- 
terial and assistance to those 
Chapters in various stages of or- 
ganizing or examining the possi- 
bility of an awards program. 

While substantial progress was 
made in achieving results directed 
at the previously mentioned goals, 
it is the intent of the Committee 
to repeat successful 1981 programs 
and increase number of meetings 
in 1982. 

The committee would like to ac- 
knowledge the efforts of Ken van 
der Kolk, one of the original 
steering committee members and 
chairman of the 1980 and 81 awards 
program, who has moved to New York. 
We appreciate his contribution to 
the CCAIA Interior Architecture 
Committee.

Historic Resources 


1981 programs of the Historic 
Resources Cammittee included tours, 
speakers, and investigative meet- 
ings focusing on Chicago's dwindl- 
ing historic architectural re- 
sources.

The committee also 
worked with other committees of the 
CCAIA to make recommendations to 
the City on the ultimate form of 
the North Loop project.

Planning & Urban Affairs 


The Planning and Urban Affairs 
Committee concentrated its efforts 
in 1981 on a response to the North 
Loop Redevelopment Guidelines first 
issued in March, 1981. The Cœ- 
mittee developed a series of dia- 
grams addressing major aspects of 
North Loop Redevelopment and sum- 
marizing AIA attitudes towards 
Offices, Housing, Retail, Trans- 
portation, and Architectural Land- 
marks. The diagrams and a written 
statement were presented to the 
Department of Planning at a public 
hearing in April, 1981. 

Later in the year, several mem- 
bers of the Committee were invited 
to participate in the Department of 


Planning North Loop Design Workshop. 


The workshop assembled architects, 
developers, artists, lawyers, fi- 
nanciers and other professionals to 
discuss the theatre row concept for 
Blocks E and F of the North Loop. 
Diagrams and verbal statements were 
transmitted to the Department of 
Planning to assist them in further 
development of North Loop Guide- 
lines as related to Theatre Row. 

In September, 1981, a joint ef- 
fort of the Planning and Urban Af- 
fairs, Housing, Historic Resources, 
and Energy Committees produced a 
specific and detailed analysis of 
the North Loop Guidelines as amend- 
ed and reissued. These recommen- 
dations were issued to the Depart- 
ment of Planning at the last pub- 
lic hearing of the Guidelines be- 
fore City Council approval. The 
recommendations are currently being 
printed and will be available in 
brochure form in December. 

It's been an informative and 
constructive year for the Planning 
and Urban Affairs Committee. Our 
thanks to the Board of Directors 
for their guidance and support of 
our North Loop activities. 

The Mayor's New Comprehensive 
Plan for the City will be the fo- 
cus of 1982 committee activities 
although attentiveness to North 
Loop Redevelopment will be main 
tained.

Real Estate Development 


The primary goal during 1981 of 
the Architects' Real Estate Devel- 
opment Committee was obtaining in- 
formation from various financial 
and legal sources to understand 
what new creative methods are 
available for structuring finan- 
cial packages in these unprece- 
dented monetary conditions. Once 
this information was derived, our 
secondary direction was to relate 
this to the Chapter's members in 
hopes that the mysterious role of 
the developer could be made under- 
standable and give the architect 
another tool for relating to that 
type of client or developing a 
project of their own. 

We heard an interesting presen- 
tation by the Draper and Kramer 
Mortgage Division that outlined 
the contents of the presentation 
that the developer or architect 
requires which enables a corres- 
pondent to evaluate the viability 
of a development project. Another 
example of some of the presenta- 
tions made was one by Fohrman, 
Lurie, Sklar, Cottle, Ltd.'s legal 
financial specialist concerning 
financing mechanisms for the con- 
trol of real estate with minimal 
cash expenditure. 

While the Committee felt it had 
accomplished its primary goal it 
was mutually agreed that a comit- 
tee of this nature should continue 
to obtain information needed to 
educate the architect interested 
in development, and to work to fim 
a process of presenting this to 
practicing architects as well as 
the architectural student. 

Plans are presently being made 
for the forthcoming year to hear 
presentations by developers. We 
welcome interested new members in 
what is perceived as a viable eco- 
nomical recovery year.
